Source advised that ho h: d handled the CSAAAA file 
and was familiar with him and stmoea that COAALS was regard- 
ed in the 2nd Eirectcrate an being mentally unstable and 
effort was made to facilitate completion cf his visit and 
departure from USSR. In thi_ co..s:.osioa, Cl'.'.'AIA was told 
pointedly that ha could not remain in tna Soviat Union, and 
that he would have to return and follow normal channels in 
application for Soviet citizenship. At 10 o’ clccl: of this 
same morning that CSUAIA was so advised', he was to tahe part 
in a tour in lies cow, but was not available.
